" i\o Iriendahip in business" Is an olil 
a'liige lhat lias gained oorroncy everywhere, 
a id we see no good reason why A'ancouver 
Island should prove an exception to the rule. 
If, however, our Argus-eyed authoritieti do 
no: loolc lo the matter we are inclined to the 
opinion tHal tiie roorni which that adage 
oonve.VB will not be . heeded. We alluded 
aomelims n^o to Oregon tnulnra trading her* 
viiliout paying .iiiy litense; but lliey iita 
not alone, for from Washiii;;lon Territory 
also come another cla<3 of unlicensed pro- 
duce-dealer?, who intarfero with reiidcn 
traders and compota with our fanners 
With our free-port system, and an almo»l_ 
total exemption from taxes, no one need 
wonder thai our liberal commercial ideas did 
notinquire heretofore whether those whosold 
merchandize here belonged here or not. Bu 
Bince everybody has been expected to pay 
taxes for residing,' doing biisinejs, and 
owninR real estate ill the colony, the idea of 
taxing residents, and excinptiiii; non-resi- 
dents does not exactly meet public appro- 
bation. Like pe.ipli! evcrywiiere, wo mip- 
poae, we are very liberal with wliut Joes 
not cost us anything; ; but when we h;iveto 
pay out hard-eutneil dollars for tin article, 
wo are not inclined to k'^^ »"y po'i'"" i' 
away for nothiiig.oxcept as an act of charity. 
Heretofore it cost us little or nothing for 
government; then we could afford to a )low 
nou-resiilenl traders to sell and buy without 
a license. Things are ehungod now. Tlie 
country is completely.-oovered with a net- 
work of taxes. There is the liqiior license, 
trad'eWlioetwe, slatule'lahor, Costoms' per- 
mits and licenses, aiid'iast btit not least the 
real estate tax. Vrhoever can escape any of 
' them is lucky inik-ed ; but ihu only partie* 
who do esc.ipe piiying tribute in one shape 
or another lo our Cliancclior of ilie Ex- 
chequer are llie unlicensed tnuicts from 
Oregon and Washiugtoa Territory. The 
way thoy manage it is, lo either drop in 
here on the steamer, malta a sale and leave; 
or come across the Straits in small vessels 
from which ihey sell their produce at our 
wharves. 

Our farmers are liable directly for slalute 
labor, for the real estate tax, besides paying 
their quota into the treasury in common with 
everybody else through the liquor license, 
tradefsMicease, permiif, &c. We ask, is it 
fair then to tax Ihe residcnl farmers and not 
tax the non-resiilent farmer ! Sliall the 
farmers on Columbia Kiver, I'uget Sound, or 
acioss the Sttails, be allowed lo Hell their 
prndnco here with., ul a license, wlii Isl our 
farmers pay lii''ir share of every tax? No 
one has any lilei* of polling on a tarilf to 
protect h me imhistrv. Our free port sys- 
tem we aio iiielificil to niMinlain. J^Ul it 
Bmounls t 1 ail niicpial .Mtuggic if tlio non- 
ri'sitleiit fanner, wiltiout coniribuiing to the 
siippirt ot tlio Kovernnient, is allnwoil li> 
compete in our market with the resident 
farmer. " Charity begins at home first;"

COUOS'IST.} 

The white population of Y;ho numbers 
■omeSoO persons. More than lOOa China- 
men wiuleted hero and were employed when 
the weather permitted in working on old 
bars in the neighborhood. Al present there 
aie very few poisons on this part ol the Era- 
ser, Inrgo number having jjone to the-Thotnp- 
son and Trail ^uii Rivers. On the latter 
slioam, which flows into Thompson Lake, 
there is a gocid deal of ground which pays 
from S4 to S5 per day. There is an IntJian 
rancheiia outside the town, and the natives 
muster prclly sliong. A Furt was establish- 
ed hero by the Hudson liay Company in 
1817 ; bnt was reliiuiuished in IS-IO, and the 
business trausferied to JIupe. On the gold 
cscilciuenl in, i 858, a store was opened by 
the Company and is carried on at the present 
time. 

VALE VS A TflJbrNO-l'OST. 

Valo appears lo ms lo have a larger trade 
than any other place iit U. C, and since the 
tirsi Beiileinent of ilie town its inhabitants 
have shown a spirit and cnlerprise which if» 
greatly lo their credit. Whilst large sums 
have been e.tpendud in making tlie Harrison 
Lilooet roule, the trails fioni Yale to the up- 
per country wore left in their primitive con- 
dition ttii til late last summer, when, af lor a 
great deal of external pressure, the Gov- 
ernor cunsenteil to have a good trail made 
along the river to Cnapn^an's liar. Prior lo 
this iho citizens of Yalij had raise consider- 
ablfl sums of money lo pat the loads in or- 
der. Their successful eflurls to render Yale 
the head of stamboat navigation must be still 
fresh in the teoollcetion of your readers. 
They built a steamboat uf their own at n cost 
ol S'.i;!,lJl>0, which is equal for convcnienco 
and cuiiifurt lo any on the river, [t^ince 
blown up.— Ed. Coi.oMst.) The opinion 
seems verv gciietal, not only here, but in 
other parts ot ihe country, ihm, iioiwiihstand- 
iiigihenreat ellttfts taken to coiisiiiute the 
Hanisou Kiver route the liighwuy to iho up- 
per ciiuiiliv, llie Yule route will slill be the 
one most tavured by packers. 1 have heard 
one or two owndrs of riiiile iraiis expiess 
their opinion in favnr of the Yalo route. 
The plinci|>al otijeoliuii against llie 
road fin Uouylas is tho frequent change 
iroin land travel to that by , water. 
This, of course, does not affect miners 
and others who liavo merely their blankets, 
etc., with Ihein ; hut lo parlies packing ani- 
mals, il is and will reinuin a sen. us incon- 
venience; The people of I.yltuu have 
petilioned Governor Douglas to have a 
wagon road inada between lhat place and 
Uortuii bar, u distaiJOB of thirty-live miles 
through a country wliero il can be easily 
cunstrucled al a comparatively small ox- 
peiiso. Should this be carried out goods 
can be packed from Yale tti Lyiton for four 
cents per lb. When Ihe twil,. just com- 
pleted, belwean Chapman Bar and Boston 
Bar is opened lo the jmblie packing will be 
done for six ceiitA between Yale and Lytton. 
Tho lowest price that pnckiiig iias been 
done at, Irom lJuuylas lo C'aro ish is eight 
cents per lb., ami lliai is culling it ho hue 
Itiat the steamboats on that route are run- 
ning without bcneiittiiijr their owners. As I 
have not traveled, as y«i, by either road, 1 
do nut prcsnrni; to give any opinion of my 
own respecting the nierils ur doiiicriu of the 
rival rurttes, but only wish to state tho cur- 
rent opinion hero, and such facts as have 
come to my knowledge concerning thorn.

I paid a visit to the Big Falls this morn- 
ing in company with Mr. George Deil/. the 
proprietor of tho ways there. The falls are 
four miles from Yale, in the Little Canon, 
and are one of the great objects of intereat 
on Fiaser River. The fall is not very high : 
but owing to the Hwift current and large 
masses ot rock which impede its progress, 
the water boils and foams with exiraordiuary 
fury. Nol long since a canoe containing 1 I 
men was carried over ihem, and Ilia boat 
dashed to pieces. Tho occupants clung to 
a portion of the keel and were carried two 
miles down the river, where they were saved 
by Indians. In the first rush up Fraser'Kiver 
in '58 and '39, many lives were lost at this 
place.
